Developing his thesis, he trains his guns 
on the dominant writers of the 1920's—Sin- 
clair Lewis, John-Dos Passos, William Faulk- 
ner, Ernest Hemingway, T. S. Eliot, and H. 
L. Mencken—as responsible for the fallacy. 
As proof that it is a fallacy to judge the 
character of a people by its literary works, 
| De Voto points out that many fine, estim- 
able, worthy people existed at the time that 
| the Lewis-Dos Passos-Hemingway-Faulkner 
|} regime made readers think that America 
was made of idiots, halfwits, frustrated 
wives, dishonest clergymen and lecherous 
expatriates in Paris. 

Sinclair Lewis has replied with a blast 
in the Saturday Review that is almost un- 
| paralleled for personal abuse, violent lan- 
guage and bad manners. He calls De Voto 
“a fool and a tedious and egotistical fool, 
a liar, and a pompous and boresome liar.” 
Malcolm Cowley has come out in the New

WASHINGTON (ONA) A 
Jarge-scale program for the de 
velopment of India’s mineral re 
sources will be undertaken 
shortly by the Henry Kaiser Com- 
pany, it was learned today. 

A spokesman for the American 
construction firm confirmed that 
his organization has virtually 
completed negotiations with the 
government of India calling. for 
the development of a huge coal 
strip-‘mining ent¢ about 190 
miies from Calcutta in Bengal 
province. The spokesman 
that. .immediately, upon comple 
tion of the agreement, several 

American engineers and 
construction experts’ will leave 
for India to begin operations 

It was learned that the pro 
posed strip-mining project prom 
ises to be the largest of its kind 
in all India and will mark a sub 
stantial step in the development 
of that country’s vast resources 

The. Indian 
will be thé first major under- 
taking of the Kaiser Company 
outside the United States
